He no ted the State Depart­ 
ment o f Mental Health did no t 
appro v e all o f LCAH’s re­ 
quested fo r aid, and that the 
Lee Co unty Department o f 
Health has pro v ided no funds 
fo r LCAH.

Hall said the name was 
changed because the LCAH 
no w serv es perso ns fro m Lee 
Co unty o nly , whereas fo rmerly 
tho se fro m sev eral co unties 
came to Truman Scho o l. 
Hall said pro grams fo r the 
retarded 
are

being 
pro v ided in many o f the o ther 
co unties.

fo r a new license.

Iro n ically , that v ery d iv ersity o f 
the co n v en tio n may d o o m ho p es that 
a real begin n in g was mad e in fo rg­ 
in g a black u n ity , a black blo c, which 
wo u ld be a p o wer to be reck o n ed 
with o n the n atio n al p o litical scen e. 
Black u n ity has been an elu siv e 
go al ev ery sin ce Eman cip atio n , fo r 
it is based o n a my th (o d d ly en o u gh, 
the rev erse sid e o f the my th that was 
u sed to ju stify slav ery )—the belief 
that sk in co lo r is the mo st imp o rtan t 
thin g abo u t a man , that two men who 
share the same sk in co lo r hav e n ec­ 
essarily been shap ed by the same 
ex p erien ces, labo r u n d er the same 
bu rd en s an d are gu id ed by the same 
asp iratio n s—are, in sho rt, “bro th­ 
ers.” 
The my th o f black u n ity d eman d s 
a co u n terp art my th—that o f white 
u n ity . The assu mp tio n here is that 
the p o wer wield ed by the white es­ 
tablishmen t is eq u ally accessible to 
all white p eo p le simp ly by v irtu e o f 
their sk in co lo r, an d that all whites 
are u n ited in their d etermin atio n to 
retain this p o wer to themselv es. 
Try tellin g this to an ethn ic 
American who is help lessly watch­ 
in g his n eighbo rho o d d eterio rate 
ev en as his tax es go u p an d u p , all 
the while the so cio lo gists are callin g 
him a “racist,” an d n o w to to p it o ff 
his facto ry has begu n lay in g o ff 
men . 
We talk abo u t a black min o rity o f 
22 to 25 millio n p eo p le. It is a min o ri­ 
ty o n ly in co mp ariso n to the p o p u la­ 
tio n as a who le. It d warfs mo st o ther 


gro u p s within American so ciety , an d 
were it tru ly u n ified it co u ld co m­ 
man d the n atio n . Bu t there is n o u n i­ 
ty - 
As an ex amp le, a recen t article in 
Race Relatio n s Rep o rter to ld o f the 
d ifficu lties black ban k ers hav e in 
gain in g d ep o sito rs in black n eigh­ 
bo rho o d s. Mo st black s seem to thin k 
that white ban k ers are mo re co mp e­ 
ten t o r tru stwo rthy . 
As o n e writer lamen ts: “So me 
p eo p le ju st thin k the white m an ’s ice 
is co ld er than the black m an ’s ice.” 


This is u n d erstan d able. It is a 
han go v er fro m gen eratio n s o f p ro p ­ 
agan d a abo u t racial in ferio rity . 
Bu t what o f the d elegate to the 
co n v en tio n o f the American Asso cia­ 
tio n o f Scho o l Ad min istrato rs in At­ 
lan tic City in Febru ary who d e­ 
scribed the in su lts black scho o l o ffi­ 
cials receiv ed fro m their o wn p eo ­ 
p le? 
“When trav elin g in a p o v erty - 
strick en area, he is o ften called an 
Un cle To m, Oreo o r ev en a ho u se 
n igger by man y o f his black bro thers 
an d sisters who hate the sy stem an d 
d istru st the bro ther,” said Arthu r L. 
Page o f the Tren to n , N.J., scho o ls. 
These bitter “bro thers” believ e 
that the su ccessfu l Negro o n ly mad e 
it by climbin g o v er the back s o f o th­ 
er Negro es, he ex p lain ed . 
Which' su ggests that there may , 
after all, hav e been o n e gro u p which 
was n o t rep resen ted at the Natio n al 
Black Po litical Co n v en tio n in Gary . 
This is the black “silen t majo ri­ 
ty ,” tho se who are try in g to mak e it 
in so ciety —n o t white m an ’s so ciety 
o r black m an ’s so ciety bu t simp ly 
American so ciety ; who d esp erately 
wan t to escap e the terro r an d d egra­ 
d atio n o f the ghetto , an d who se 
greatest o bstacle is n o t the white 
man who is try in g to k eep them fro m 
climbin g u p bu t tho se black s who 
wan t to p u ll them back d o wn .

Acco rd in g to Ru d d er magazin e, 
the Dy n a-Ship “has n o stan d in g o r 
ru n n in g riggin g, sets sail au to mati­ 
cally by co mp u ter an d , theo retical­ 
ly , with the ability to sail fast in 
win d -whip p ed seas that wo u ld slo w 
d o wn the av erage freighter o r bu lk 
carrier, can effect en o rmo u s sav ­ 


in gs to the ship p in g co mmu n ity .” 
Carry in g o n ly small au x iliary 
mo to rs, the Dy n a-Ship will hav e 
mo re hu ll sp ace fo r cargo than a 
d iesel freighter an d u se o n ly l-20th 
as mu ch fu el. This will mak e her n o t 
o n ly mo re eco n o mical bu t essen tial­ 
ly p o llu tio n free.

With the d o llar in tro u ble, hittin g 
n ew lo ws o n the wo rld ’s cu rren cy 
ex chan ges, it is small co mp en satio n 
to say , “I to ld y o u so ”— an d to hav e 
said so sin ce the flo o d gate sp en d in g 
o f the Ken n ed y ad min istratio n . An d 
we are still o n the o v ersp en d in g rid e 
while the cen tral ban k ers o f the 
wo rld stan d aghast. 


The d o llar is in tro u ble becau se 
the p o litician s p u t it there. 


In p o litics the n ame o f the game 
is to win . The mo n ey p o u red o u t o f 
o u r Treasu ry was lik e “lo v e me-lo v e 
me n o t” d aisies— as o f the Ken n ed y 
ad min istratio n — try in g to see which 
p etal is at the bo tto m o f the barrel. 
Then it to o k the greatest go ld p an ic in 
histo ry to get Presid en t Jo hn so n to 
y ield o n bu d get cu ts— bu t by ap ­ 
p earan ces o n ly . The rest is cu rren t 
histo ry . 
In this mo st-p ro d u ctiv e co u n try 
in the wo rld there is abso lu tely n o 
ex cu se— n o n e— fo r the d o llar to be 
in tro u ble. The p o litician s’ misman ­ 
agemen t o f the p eo p le’s mo n ey is the 
an swer, an d we are the v ictims o f 
that. 
“ I to ld y o u so ” : the fo u r mo st 
melan cho ly wo rd s in the En glish 


la ngua ge. 
We’v e go t the big memo ry a nd 
the sma ll memo ry . The sma ll is to 
remember the sma ll things a nd the 
big memo ry is to fo rget the big o nes. 
These include the go ld sta nda rd’s v i­ 
ta l co ntributio n to pro sperity . 


It wa s the grea test a dv enture in 
eco no mic “ integra tio n” the wo rld 
ha s ev er seen. Co mbined with free 
tra de o r ev en mo dera te ta riffs, it 
wo rked to wa rd turning the wo rld 
into a single ma rket. 


Mo neta ry ex pert Ro bert V. 
Ro o sa ha s ca lled go ld “ the univ ersa l 
mo neta ry meta l o f timeless a ccep­ 
ta nce.” Why ? Amo ng wo rldwide 
millio ns the wisdo m o f genera tio ns 
sho ws tha t go ld, no t pa per mo ney , is 
rea l wea lth— a kno wledge tha t do es 
no t cha nge. 
Fo r ex a mple, the Na po leo n is the 
cla ssic French go ld piece. In 19 14 it 
wa s wo rth 2 0 pa per fra ncs. To da y it 
is wo rth a bo ut 2 ,000— a n increa se o f 
a ro und 4 0,000 per cent. While pa per 
mo ney , like the U.S. do lla r, flutters 
in the breezes, the Na po leo n re­ 
ma ins hea v y in y o ur ha nd a s o nly 
go ld ca n be. 
Go ld, the key to interna tio na l 
co nfidence, is the grea t po litica l dis­ 


ciplines The Swiss currency is 
“ stro ng,” fo r ex a mple it ha s a 136 
per cent ba cking by go ld. Austria ’s 
mo ney is no w ba cked by 122 per cent 
in go ld reserv es. Ev ery where we see 
the strength o f the go ld-ba cked cur­ 
rencies while wha t wa s o nce the 
mighty U.S. do lla r fa lls o ut o f bed. 
Any mo neta ry sy stem will wo rk 
fo r the United Sta tes if we ha v e a 
ba la nced budget a nd a n equilibrium 
in o ur interna tio na l ba la nce o f tra de. 
But we ha v e neither. Instea d we 
ha v e ha d billio ns o n billio ns in un­ 
ending, irrespo nsible budget defi­ 
cits, the la test a ca ta stro phic $38 .8 
billio n red-ink blo ckbuster, a nd true 
ba la nce-o f-pa y ments deficits o nly 
no w being ho nestly rev ea led. 
Trea sury Secreta ry J o hn Co n- 
na lly to ld la st September’s Lo ndo n 
meeting o f Euro pe’s centra l ba nkers 
tha t the U.S. insists o n a fa st $13 bil­ 
lio n swing in its ba la nce-o f-pa y ­ 
ments po sitio n— fro m a U.S. deficit 
a t a n a nnua l $9 billio n ra te to a $4 
billio n surplus. 
Ita lia n Fina nce Minister Ferra ri- 
Aggra ndi co untered: “ A turna bo ut 
o f tha t ma gnitude is difficult fo r the 
rest o f the wo rld to believ e.” 
Our po liticia ns ha v e been so gla r­ 
ingly misma na ging o ur fina nces fo r 


so ma ny y ea rs, a nd ha v e ma de the 
United Sta tes the pa tsy fo r o ther 
co untries in the pro cess, tha t the na ­ 
tio ns a bro a d ha v e been sha mefully 
spo iled by o ur idio cy . 


Where, then, do we sta nd no w a s 
the do lla r co ntinues to wea ken? Af­ 
ter President Nix o n necessa rily shut 
the go ld do o r la st Aug. 15 he a sked 
Co ngress to ra ise the go ld price to 
$36, a nd Co ngress ha s a utho rized 
this. But free-ma rket go ld is selling 
a t clo se to $5 0. This stra ins o ur en­ 
tire settlements sy stem, fo r it is 
co mmo nly a greed thro ugho ut the 
checkerbo a rd wo rld o f interna tio na l 
fina nce tha t to da y ’s sy stem, a nd its 
surv iv a l, la rgely depends o n the ga p 
no t being to o grea t between the $38 
price a nd the price o f go ld o n the 
free ma rkets. 


We a re tra pped in the ba ckwa sh 
o f deficit fina ncing, juggled bo o ks, 
po rk-ba rrel ha ndo uts, co nfisca to ry 
ta x a tio n— in sho rt, the Ba lka niza ­ 
tio n o f the mo ney sy stem o f the Unit­ 
ed Sta tes. And until this Ba lka niza ­ 
tio n ends, the U.S. do lla r ha s no 
mo re cha nce tha n a dea d duck in a 
ba g.

Tips on 
pla nt c a re 


Of all p lant care watering is 
the most imp ortant. Too little 
w ater, p lants dry ou t—too 
mu ch and they drown or rot. By 
u sing a p lastic fu nnel y ou can 
be su re y ou r p lant gets ex actly 
the right amou nt of water. In­ 
sert the fu nnel’s neck into the 
soil in the p ot, then fill the fu n­ 
nel with water. When it emp ties 
fill it again. When water no 
longer drains from the fu nnel, 
stick y ou r finger down the neck 
of the fu nnel so the water won’t 
ru n ou t, then remov e the fu n­ 
nel. Only the amou nt of water 
which the soil can hold leav es 
the fu nnel—nev er too mu ch. 
Plants watered this way seldom 
need more water for sev eral 
weeks. 
Treat y ou r p lants with water- 
solu ble fertilizer (nev er u se dry 
fertilizer) ev ery two to fou r 
weeks at the dosage recom­ 
mended on the label. Fertilize 
only when the p lant is activ ely 
growing—that is, when it is 
forming new leav es which are 
alway s small, and v ery p ale 
green in color. Abou t once a 
week tu rn each of the p ots in the 
p lanter to encou rage ev en de­ 
v elop ment of the p lant.

Dear Dr. Lamb— Please 
comment on anxiety neurosis 
and neuroasthenia. Are they 
the same? What treatment is 
prescribed for them? Would 
taking iron tablets help the 
tired feeling associated with 
them? Is a full recovery possi­ 
ble? After loss of sleep continu­ 
ously for two years with my 
third child, this disorder hap­ 
pened to me. Was that the 
cause? Please give me your 
opinion. 
Dear Reader— First it is im­ 
portant to realize that every­ 
body has anxiety. Anxiety is a 
first cousin of fear and it is the 
usual response to some antici­ 
pated danger or difficulty. 
There is hardly a person who 
won’t have anxiety if someone 
has a revolver against his head. 
Actually, a certain degree of 
anxiety sometimes stimulates 
people to perform better than 
they otherwise would. But per­ 
sistent anxiety or too much an­ 
xiety can actually decrease ef­ 
ficiency. 
When the anxiety becomes 
severe enough to cause prob­ 
lems or interfere with perform­ 
ance or becomes out of propor­ 
tion to the threat of danger it is 
properly called an anxiety 
neurosis. The individual feels 
uncomfortable 
and 
tense. 
These sensations are changes 
in moods. In addition, the per­ 
son may have disturbance in 
their normal intellectual ca­ 
pacity or they may develop 
symptoms of illness which may 
include indigestion, tremor, 
rapid heart beat, high blood 
pressure, over-breathing, in­ 
creased salivation and dilated 
pupils. The prolongation of this 
state often leads to fatigue. The 
listlessness and fatigue that 
people experience with anxiety 
gives rise to the term of neuro­ 
asthenia. These people often 
have feelings of faintness. 
According to your letter, you 
were under continuous strain 
for two years with your third 
child. Although you don’t ex­ 
plain why this was true, it is 
reasonable to assume that this 
caused you a certain amount of 
anxiousness or that your re­ 
sponsibilities with your other 


children and running the house­ 
hold, plus the problem with the 
third child, severely strained 
your capacity and caused you 
to be anxious about being able 
to cope with the situation. 
There are many causes for 
fatigue and anxiety is indeed 
one of them. It is true that ane­ 
mia will cause fatigue but there 
are far more cases of fatigue 
than there are of anemia. Of 
course, if you should have iron 
deficiency anemia, it should be 
able to be diagnosed very sim­ 
ply and proper treatment 
should be easily provided. 
The usual treatment for pro­ 
longed anxiety of the type I as­ 
sume you have is reassurance, 
a physician who can sit down 
and discuss the various prob­ 
lems with the individual fre­ 
quently enough for the patient 
to thoroughly explore his life 
situations and his problems; 
and by talking about them 
usually some of the anxiety or 
fear disappears. If the condi­ 
tion is very severe, it is often 
wise to get psychiatric counsel­ 
ing or help. For simple anxie­ 
ties such help is often success­ 
ful. Tranquilizers have been 
used with varying degrees of 
success, but for chronic anxi­ 
ety, it is preferable to have psy­ 
chiatric therapy to see if the 
basic problems can be re­ 
solved.

Frostbite problem growing 


CHICAGO (AP) — Serious 
frostbite is becoming a growing 
medical problem with the ris­ 
ing popularity of skiing and 
other winter sports and year- 
round work in polar regions by 
scientists and others, says a 
Winnipeg radiologist. 
Deep frostbite injuries may 
occur for a period of years 
after the initial injury, he 
points out in a report in the 
March issue of Radiology, the 
journal of the Radiological 
Society of North America, pub­ 
lished in Syracuse, N.Y. 
The radiologist, Dr. Jack M. 
Tishler of Winnipeg General 
Hospital, Manitoba, studied the 
X-rays of 82 patients treated 
for frostbite from 1962 to 1970. 
The manner in which frost­ 
bite injury occurs 
is con­ 
troversial, Tishler said, but 
adds there is some evidence 
that damage to soft-tissue cells 
results primarily from the for­ 
mation of crystals and mem­ 
brane disruption. 
Damage to blood vessels 
may, he said, be responsible 
for bone changes resulting from 
frostbite. Damage to soft tissue 
also may leave the underlying 
bone exposed to infection, he 
noted. 
The first symptom of frost­ 


bite is tissue swelling, which 
may occur immediately but 
may persist from a few days to 
two months, Tishler reports. 


Collections of gas in the soft 
tissue, he said, are a grave 
symptom. In all six cases in 
which it was seen, amputation 
of the affected part was neces­ 
sary. 
Further changes may occur 
up to six months after injury, 
Tishler wrote. Half of the 
patients studied showed such 
changes, including moderate to 
severe demineralization of bone 
in the affected limb. 
“ The degree of demineraliza­ 
tion appears to be the most 
marked where the soft-tissue 
damage was greatest,” he 
found. 


A wasting-away of tissue may 
be seen in severely injured 
limbs, he added. 
Latent 
bone 
and 
joint 
changes resulting from frost­ 
bite may occur six months to 
many years after injury, Tish­ 
ler said. 
These include disruption of 
bone development at the ends 
of the fingers and toes and, in 
children, interference with de­ 
velopment of long bones, caus­ 
ing deformity.

Fishing rules for large 
impoundments changed 


SPRIN G FIELD - In the 
interest of producing better 
fishing in large impoundments, 
s e v e ra l 
m o d ific a tio n s 
authorized by the State Fish 
Code will be put into effect 
Saturday, March 18, by the 
Illinois Department of Con­ 
servation for Shelbyville and 
Rend lakes. 
“ We 
have 
a 
most 
ex­ 
traordinary 
fishery 
being 
developed at Shelbyville and 
Rend lakes,” said Henry N. 
Barkhausen, 
department 
director. “ Therefore we are 
initiating these regulations to 
enhance the development of the 
fishery population and produce 
the greatest yields possible for 
anglers in the future.” 
The new law makes it illegal 
for one angler to take more 
than six largemouth bass from 
either lake in one day. No more 
than six walleyes may be 
removed and no more than 
three northern pike may be 
taken each day. 
Walleyes must be at least 14 
inches in length before they can 
be taken from either im­ 
poundment, and northern pike 
must be 20 inches long. 
“The department has ex­ 
pended considerable effort to 


develop sport fisheries at 
Shelbyville and Rend that will 
offer both quality and quantity 
fishing and provide a variety of 
species not normally found in 
Illinois inland lakes,” said Bill 
Harth, 
supervisor 
of 
the 
department’s 
division 
of 
fisheries. “ We feel that by 
placing these limitations on 
anglers at these two large 
impoundments, we can produce 
a better fishery over a longer 
period of time.” 
The new angling regulations 
at the two reservoirs should 
prevent 
over-cropping 
of 
predator species which help to 
control the rapid expansion of 
less desirable fish populations, 
and allow more fish to reach a 
larger and more sporting size, 
Harth said- Maintaining a 
better predator-prey balance in 
the lakes should help prolong 
the period of top-notch fishing. 
Several new species of fish

There is a good walleye popula­ 
tion. The white bass are about 
one-half pound in weight and 
numerous. According to Fritz, 
no regulations are needed for 
this species because of their 
fast growth and short life ex­ 
pectancy. There are very few 
northern 
pike 
in 
Lake 
Shelbyville, but they should 
attain a catchable size by late 
spring, he said. 
The lake has also been 
stocked with largemouth bass, 
which are numerous and are 
averaging one-half pound. 
Other species available to the 
angler include black bullheads 
and white and black crappie, all 
of which are to be found in great 
quantity. 
Northern pike and white bass 
were stocked in Rend Lake, 
which is between Mount Vernon 
and Benton. There is only a 
small population of northern 
pike but they should be a catch- 
able size in late spring or early 
summer, Fritz said. There is a 
good white bass population 
which will average one-half 
pound by summer. Largemouth 
bass and bluegill were stocked 
and native populations of black 
bullheads, crappie and bowfin 
are abundant.

One of the most luxurious 
decorating techniques involves 
covering walls with stretched 
fabric. It can lend great rich­ 
ness and warmth, and the na­ 
ture of the room can vary in 
formality and intimacy with the 
nature of the fabric It can also 
cover a bad wall permanently, 
soften the acoustical quality of 
the room, and is easy to main­ 
tain. 
It is not cheap Assuming that 
a reasonably priced fabric is 
chosen, the cost of covering a 
wall with fabric would usually 
be less than paneling with a ve­ 
neered 
plyboard, 
but 
more 
costly than the usually chosen 
wallpapers. 
It can be done by the ama­ 
teur But it takes time and fair­ 
ly hard work. However, where 
few women would undertake to 
install paneling, many could re­ 
decorate rooms with fabric. 
Since it is time-consuming the 
room should not be in use while 
the work is going on. 
Many a house has a room in 
rough plaster, the bumpy finish 
that defies any other treatment. 
And there’s usually a room with 
cracks that keep reappearing 
no matter how often they are 
repaired Or. if the day should 
come that someone lets the 
bathtub overflow, ruining the 
walls of a lower room, stret­ 
ched fabric should be consid­ 
ered. 
Here’s what’s involved: fab­ 
ric is seamed together to cover 
the whole wall area, mounted 
and stretched with push pins, 
stretched again as it is stapled 
in place, then finished with 
braid that is glued over the 
staples 
There are a number of refine­ 
ments. Some feel that tacks are 
more professional than the rap­ 
id. one-motion staple gun. The 
installation can be reinforced 
when lightweight fabric is used 
or as insurance against damage 
from the wall side, or for a pad­ 
ded look. The French, who 
cover walls with fabric widely, 
often 
because 
of 
“ rising 
dam p," 
frequently 
mount 
strong netting on the wall be­ 
fore the fabric is installed, and 
if a padded effect is desired, 
cotton flannel is mounted under 
the fabric. Recently sheet plas­ 
tic has come into use here— the 
type that can be bought as 
heavy' duty drop cloths or by the 
roll at some lumber yards and 
hardware stores. This has the 
advantage of preventing the 
dusting that takes place on old 
plaster walls from 
working 
through the fabric. 
The first step is the choice of 
fabric. It should not stretch 
much, particularly on the bias, 
for such fabrics tend to pucker. 
Fabrics of rayon or with a ma­ 
jor proportion of rayon should 
be avoided And it is essential 
that the fabrics should have the 
protection of a modern finish, 
such as “ Zepel" soil and stain 
repeller. A room 
decorated 
with stretched fabric is an im­ 
portant investment. When the 
fabric is protected with such a 
finish an accidental stain can 
be removed without permanent 
damage, 
and 
new 
“ total 
action" “ Zepel’’ repels ordi­ 
nary dirt as well. Look for these 
words on the selvage. 
Almost any pattern may be 
used, but stripes tend to end up 
wavy and are best avoided. 
Some fabrics have matching 
marks printed on the selvage 
and 
these 
are 
time-saving. 
When two lengths are seamed 
so that these touch, the fabric 
pattern matches. 
Prepa ra tio n o f the ro o m 
co mes nex t. 
You may decide that a chair- 
rail effect, with one fabric 
mounted below and one above, 
is desirable There are advan­ 
tages in that you will have a 
smaller “ depth” of fabric to 
work with as you work above 
and below the chairrail and the 
chairrail protrudes far enough 
to protect the wall. If there is 
not one in place, the wood must 
be purchased, nailed in place 
and painted 
Next, laths are nailed in place 
along the top of the wall, but­ 
ting against the moulding, and 
along the top of the baseboard, 
at corners and all around win­ 
dows and doors. If there is a 
chair rail, laths 
should 
be 
nailed along it, top and bottom. 
Blued-steel two-inch carpet 
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nails are suitable, and the nails 
should lie spaced three or four 
to a lath. Remember that once 
the fabric is in place the room is 
essentially finished, so paint 
radiators, the woodwork and 
ceiling before hand if they need 
it. and coat the tops of the laths 
as well. 
The fabric to be mounted 
should be cut to allow an inch 
overlap to be turned under top 
and bottom. 
Stick a handful of push-pins in 
a bar of soap as a pincushion 
and to coat them for rust pro­ 
tection and easy use. Mount 
your ladder in the center of the 
wall with the top center of the 
fabric in hand and the push-pins 
in reach Turn under an inch of 
the fabric at the top and secure 
it to the lath within a quarter- 
inch of the moulding Fasten 
the middle foot or so of the fab­ 
ric at the top, then loosely pin 
the top of the fabric up out of 
the way along the top edge. 
Nex t, turn under a nd fasten 
the bottom center. The push-pin 
operation essentially involves a 
pinching and stretching of the 
fabric with one hand while the 
pin is placed with the other. 
It usually happens that there 
is a seam at this midpoint of the 
fabric, and it is an advantage 
for you can take a clear check 
of the verticality of the work 
with a plumb. If the household 
tool kit does not include one, 
make a temporary one with a 
suitable length of thread or 
string and a weight such as a 
spool or bobbin. Fin the line at 
the top of the seam and move 
the bottom pins to achieve a 
truly vertical seam. This will 
need to be done on both top and 
bottom sections if you are using 
a chair rail. 
Once the top and bottom edge 
are fastened, one can find a 
good excuse to quit for the day 
since an overnight rest will 
show up slack spots. 
The pa nel sea ms ma y very 
well curve like facing bows. 
This is not a cause for too great 
concern. Pulling and fastening 
the ends (or sides, if you prefer 
the term) gives the opportunity 
to pull the seams straight. 
Once the panel is tight, the 
staple gun comes into play. 
These should be as heavy duty, 
display-type, as one can rent, 
borrow or buy. The staples do 
not need to be too heavy, but the 
possibility of rust has to be con­ 
sidered, and in humid areas use 
of brass staples makes good 
sense. In more temperate areas 
rust is not a great clanger since 
the surface will be covered with 
glue and the concealing braid, 
excluding air. 
The staples are placed paral­ 
lel to the edge of the fabric, 
spaced a half-inch to an inch, 
depending on the weight of the 
cloth. When fastening the bot­ 
tom of the cloth, you may need 
to reverse the stapler in order 
to clear the baseboard. 
One prime rule is tha t one 
never “ turns" a corner. This 
means that you should not 
curve the cloth around a cor­ 
ner. Rather, finish off and start 
again on the new’ wall. The two 
rows of corner staples can be 
covered with a line of braid. If 
the rule is defied the fabric will 
curve around the corner, and 
while this might be appealing it 
could easily be pierced if some­ 
one pushed a piece of furniture 
into it. 
Small areas over doors or 
windows should be treated like 
a small, separate wall, and 
once the top and bottom are 
stapled the sides can be joined 
to the larger wall area of cloth 
with fine overcast stitching. 
It is encouraging to the mo­ 
rale to finish at least the first 
wall completely. The finishing 
step is the installation of the 
staple-concealing 
braid. 
The 
typical braid used on walls is a 
half-inch width and is found at 
large suppliers of window hard­ 
ware, the decorative fabric de­ 
partments of larger stores, etc. 
But seam binding tape could be 
used, or any other pleasing 
strip material that can 
be 
glued. 
Vinyl glue, which is milky in 
the bottle but dries clear, is the 
best Hardware stores and lum­ 
ber yards offer larger pint bot­ 
tles at an economy price. 
The braid tends to ravel. Con­ 
trol this by making a fresh cut 
across the braid and setting it

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immediately into a blob of glue 
at one end of the top of the pan­ 
el Immediately secure it with a 
push-pin from the soap bar pin­ 
cushion, then apply a line of 
glue along the row of staples 
and mount the next six inches of 
the braid and secure with a 
push-pin. 
The glue will set in a short 
while and the pins should be 
eased out as soon as possible to 
avoid pin holes. Excess glue is 
no problem on the fabric (but 
should be wiped off painted sur­ 
faces) since it dries clear and 
does not affect the texture of 
the fabric. Keep the weight of 
the bolt of braid from straining 
your work by tucking it into an 
apron pocket. It is neater to cut 
the braid the right length at the 
end of the row rather than forc­ 
ing it to turn the corner. In cov­ 
ering the ends of the panel, 
work from the top down. 
Ceilings can be treated as 
well, but the usual technique is 
to drape, rather than stretching 
it, from the ceiling edge to the 
center. 
The vacuum cleaner is your 
cleaning too for fabric covered 
rooms and one should be cer­ 
tain that the tool itself is freshly 
washed.

Easter Cave at New Landing is recalled 


By MRS. LU CILLE FO STER 
NEW LANDING— E aster Cave in this 
location, formerly Lost Nation, is brought 
back to mind as the Holy season approaches. 
To many this is a place not to be forgotten 
as the place they attended Sunrise Service 
Easter morning many years ago. The natives 
say it was the event of the year to hitch up the 
horses and go to E aster Cave. 
The cave is high on a cliff and standing 
inside the entry way you can see for quite a 
distance. Sunrise Services were held and then 
the people boiled a large kettle of eggs and 
colored them for their breakfast. 
Mrs. Anna Stevens who is now deceased, 
informed me the cave w as a hide out for 
‘‘Prairie Bandits.” at one time. There is also 
said to be a graveyard in the vicinity, due to 
many deaths caused by an epidemic during 
the First World War. Mrs. Srevens’ son, who 
farm ed the land for many years, has a 
collection of near perfect arrow heads. There 
is a cliff known a s the “ Nine P ines” near the 
cave. Laverne Baker of the Franklin Center 
High School is responsible for many of the 
pines that are growing their now. He and his 
class of boys were the first to plant the trees. 
The woods around the cave have alw ays 
been a hunting ground. 
The area at one time w as fam ous for 
containing favorite cam psites of early In­ 
dian tribes who roamed the Rock River 
Valley. The lake is fed by free flowing springs 
that attracted the red men to the cam psites.

N EW YO RK (AP) - Some 
interest rates are beginning to 
move up again and speculation 
is spreading that the Federal 
Reserve may be subtly chang­ 
ing its aggressively easy money 
policy to one of more moder­ 
ation. 
T he trend so far is not con­ 
clusive, but money is costlier in 
those esoteric areas in which 
big business deals and could be 
reflected at the consumer level 
in coming months. 
If the tendency develops into 
a trend, it quite likely will re­ 
open an old argument about 
which comes first: the Ameri­ 
can economy or the demands of 
the European central banks. 
T he American first group ar­ 
gues that low rates are needed 
to fuel the expansion that is 
now under way and has a long 
way to go before idle plant ca­ 
pacity and jobless workers are 
fully employed.

cause the billions of American 
dollars abroad are not being 
drawn back home because of 
unattractive yields. 
In this context, therefore, the 
assurance given to European 
central bankers this week by 
Arthur F. Burns, Fed chair­ 
man, is being viewed with 
some suspicion.

vacation (or so it seemed— 
then). Generally, near the end 
of the school year, or on the last 
day. the parents, little sisters 
and brothers came to school for 
a picnic basket dinner. 
It was sometimes quite un­ 
pleasant during the colder win­ 
ter months for those who had to 
walk to school. (In those days, 
“ bussing” wasn’t provided). In 
fact, many experienced frost­ 
bitten toes and fingers by the 
time they arrived, and were ea­ 
ger to warm up, around the old 
“ pot-bellied” stoves. (When 
you “ roasted” on one side— 
“ froze” on the other!). I re­ 
member Mom made us wear 
that “ awful long-legged under­ 
wear” — with cotton stockings 
over them, and I never could 
manage to get them smooth 
around the ankles! Neverthe­ 
less, they did protect us some­ 
what— although we sometimes 
arrived at school a little(?) 


damp when we would “ tarry” a 
little on the way to school- 
wading in the big snowdrifted 
ditches along the road. (When 
the temperatures were a little 
milder. . .) 
We generally would arrive 
early enough (“ country” kids 
had to get up early) to play out­ 
side awhile before the teacher 
called us to class with the ring 
of the big bell, located in the 
“ belfry” tower— typical trade­ 
mark of most one-room country 
schoolhouses. 
Can’t recall that a “ lamb ev­ 
er followed us to school,” but 
those of us having pet dogs 
were greeted faithfully at the 
close of each school day by

long. We soon found (in “ those 
days” ) that rulers served a 
double purpose— in addition to 
use in Arithmetic Class. And 
the same held true for wood­ 
sheds ! 
It was not necessary to buy a 
new set of textbooks each year 
as it is today. Large families 
made good use of their books as 
they were passed on to younger 
ones, when they reached the 
proper age. We used to carry 
our lunches in big pails 
I re­ 
member I had a rectangular- 
shaped metal one with two han­ 
dles. For variety, we often 
“ swapped” a piece of cold 
chicken for a chocolate cup­ 
cake. 
When spring fever set in 
it 
seemed as though recesses 
would never come, and we often 
found it necessry(?) to make 
more frequent trips to “ that lit­ 
tle house out back.” Can recall 
some of the “ old time” games 
we used to play— “ Andy-I- 
Over,” “ Hop-Scotch,” “ M ar­ 
bles,” “ Jump-rope,” “ Jacks,” 
“ Hide - ’N - Go - Seek” and 
“ Pump-pump-pull-away” . . . 
The boys were usually as­ 
signed the chore of keeping the 
woodbox full for the stove and 
filling the water-bucket each 
morning, and placing it on the 


table at one end of the room. 
Believe we all used the same 
dipper, too, and the “ tin cup” 
which hung on the “pump out 
front.” Shelves were provided 
in this area, also, for lunch 
buckets, hooks for our wraps, 
and a special spot for boots, 
when needed. 
Programs were usually pre­ 
sented during the Christmas 
season when we all got a chance 
to “ show off” our various tal­ 
ents to our parents and fami­ 
lies, in the form of poetry, sto­ 
ries, plays and songs. Pianos 
were considered a “ part of the 
necessary furniture,” and the 
music classes were a fun part of 
the day. 
Remember we used to have 
Box Socials quite often, too— 
when the girls would try to out­ 
do the other one by decorating 
the prettiest box. Some of us 
who had reached the age to 
have a “ beau” would “ cheat” a 
little (upon request) and whis­ 
per, “ Mine is the one with the 
pink bow and violets.” 
Though things have pro­ 
gressed a great deal since the 
days of the old country school- 
still— there perhaps are those 
who can recall many pleasant 
memories associated with 
those slower-paced times.

The all copper bell, 98 years 
old, weights approximately 800 
pounds and is 32 inches in 
diameter. 
There is a story leading up to 
the time of the birth of the bell, 
which was 1874. 
We go back to the year of 1842 
when the first German settler 
came to Lee County, John 
Hotzel, 32, from Hamburg, 
Germany.

His first landing 
was New York, where he stayed 
for a very short while. He 
started westward in search of 
work, traveling by foot and also 
by steamboat.

yearning tor more space. So 
again he set out and in M|y, 
1844, arrived in Lee County 
after traveling on foot ahd 
encountering Indians, prairie 
wolves and wild deer. 
He immediately built for 
himself a sod house where he 
lived as a bachelor, adapting 
himself to true pioneer life. 
Through perserverance ahd 
economy he bacame the owner 
of a yoke of oxen and con­ 
structed himself a sled of forest 
timber. This he used winter or 
summer, until he contrived an 
improvement in the form of a 
clumsy ox cart, with wheels 
hewn from a large oak log 
felled in Inlet Grove. 
In 1846 he married Sophia 
Anderman, Chicago. He and his 
bride made the wedding trip 
from Chicago to Dixon sitting on 
top of a load of shingles, which 
were to be used on their new 
home. The trip was made by tfie 
ox cart and oxen. 
His first frame house was 
built near Lee Center. He 
proved himself very generous 
and hospitable and welcomed 
German immigrants into his 
home, fed and sheltered them 
until they were able to secure 
employment and be 
self- 
supporting. 
By this time many German 
settlers had arrived and were 
living 
around 
Bradford 
Township. They felt the need of 
a religious leader. Their first 
pastor was the Rev. J. H. 
Yombert, 
Perkins 
Grove, 
Evangelical Church. He came 
to the Bradford community and 
held services in the German- 
language. In 1850 John Hotzel 
offered his home as a place for 
church meetings. There were 
many “ Circuit Riders” type of 
ministers during these years to 
serve them all preaching in the 
German language. It was in 
1854 that the community re­ 
ceived a resident pastor, the 
Rev. William Kolb. Services 
continued to be held in the 
Hotzel home. When John Hotzel 
built his second home, he 
arranged to have a very largjjs 
room built on and furnished it 
with seats expressly for the 
religious meetings of the 
Evangelical Church. His home 
served as the church for over 10 
years. 
In 1859 the members felt that 
they were financially able to 
build a place of worship. 
Therefore the birth of the first 
frame church came about in the 
former 
“ Four 
Square 
of 
Maples.” It was just across the 
road from the Bradford School 
House, the first pastor was the 
Rev. J. F. Schnee and the cost 
of the church was $1,300. It was 
dedicated the Zion Church of 
the Evangelical Association. 
In 1874 after 15 years of 
serving the community the 
Bradford Township enlarged 
the church and the pastor at 
this time being Rev. A. Goe& 
schel. In the remodeling a 
church tower was built and it 
was then the 800 pound copper 
bell was purchased for $256. 
Many pastors served in the 
coming years. 
In 1891 the Rev. William 
Berberich by the Conference 
was appointed as the pastor. It 
was during his time that a 
division 
occurred 
in 
th<* 
denomination. Then the church 
became the United Evangelical 
Church. Most of the Bradford 
people stayed with this church, 
not at the same location as 
before. They 
met in tha 
Bradford School house. 
In 1893 they built their new 
church, across the road from 
the old church and it was 
dedicated 
Zion 
United 
Evangelical Church.

Combined 
church 
at Polo 


By MISS KATHRYN KEAGY 
The Independent Presyterian 
Church is an outgrowth of the 
old Congregational Church, 
Buffalo Grove. It was organized 
May 5, 1848, with 11 members. 
In the spring of 1855 the society 
moved to Polo and on July 4 the 
same year the cornerstone of 
the church was laid. The 
building was not immediately 
completed and was dedicated 
Aug. 7, 1857. The cost was 
$12,000 and 150 men and women 
contributed in various amounts 
according to their means. It 
was not until 1865 that the final 
debt on the church was paid and 
during that time $1,500 in in­ 
terest had accumulated. 
As early as 1878 the question 
of uniting with either the 
Presbyterian or Congrega­ 
tional Church was considered, 
but the decision to remain in­ 
dependent was expressed by 
vote of the members. Again in 
1884 the question was raised 
with the same decision. On Jan. 
16, 
1918 
the 
Independent 
Presbyterian Church voted to 
affiliate with the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of 
America under the name of the 
First Presbyterian Church of 
Polo and that name remains to­ 
day. 
In the belfry of the church 
remains the bell purchased in 
1860 at a cost of $630. The bell 
weighed 1,537 pounds and was 
rung for the first time on Nov. 
10, 1860 in honor of the election 
of Abraham Lincoln to the 
presidency of the United States. 
A pipe organ was purchased 
in 1914 by the Young Women’s 
Guild at a price of $2,100 and in 
1915 a baby grand piano at a 
cost of $500 was also purchased 
and donated by the same Guild. 
.Improvements have been 
made from time to time. 
The Sunday services are 
church school 9:30 a.m. and 
worship service 10:30 a.m. and 
at present a supply pastor 
conducts the services. 
The first Thursday of each 
month the Women’s business 
meeting and association has a 
noon luncheon followed by a 
program. 


W HITE HOUSE WEDDING

Women's rights: good politics

The call for equality for 
women has moved from the 
street marches onto the cam­ 
paign trail. The candidates for 
the 1972 presidential nomina­ 
tion have decided that speak­ 
ing out on women’s rights can 
be good politics. 
Whether it’s pointing proudly 
to the number of influential 
women at campaign headquar­ 
ters, or making promises about 
future female appointments, or 
just making sure that every 
reference to “men” is followed 
by “ and women,” the candi­ 
dates are talking about the 
women’s movement. 
“ All the candidates are sud­ 
denly making noises like femin­ 
ists,” says Betty Friedan, a 
pioneer feminist. “ But they had 
better know that rhetoric isn’t 
enough. Women are emerging 
as a real political force and we 


intend to pin down all the can­ 
didates on their talk and prom­ 
ises.” 
President Nixon’s campaign­ 
ers extoll his record of first fe­ 
male appointments. Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey of Minnesota 
has called women’s issues a 
“very, very important part of 
the campaign.” Sen. George 
McGovern of South Dakota an­ 
nounced last June that if elect­ 
ed he’d appoint a woman to the 
Supreme Court and to the Cabi­ 
net. And Rep. Shirley Chisholm 
of New York is in the race her­ 
self. 
Women have moved away 
from the mimeograph machin­ 
es and coffee canteens to play 
important parts in campaign 
management. Several candi­ 
dates have female “ advance 
men.” A woman is in charge of 
scheduling for Humphrey. A 
women heads Citizens for (Sen. 
EdmundS.) Muskie. Ronnie El- 


dridge is New York Mayor 
John V. Lindsay’s deputy cam­ 
paign manager. Rita Hauser is 
the vice chairman of the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-election of the 
President. 
Feminists head special wom­ 
en’s rights sections at several 
campaign headquarters. 
Amanda Smith is the national 
co-ordinator for women’s rights 
in the McGovern campaign. 
Red or blue and yellow 
McGovern buttons show the 
“ O” in his name as the popular 
symbol for 
women’s 
liber­ 
ation—the 
female 
biological 
symbol with the equal sign in­ 
side. And McGovern has femin­ 
ist activist and writer Gloria 
Steinem campaigning for him 
as “ the best white male candi­ 
date for president.” 
Former Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell, now national cam­ 
paign manager for Nixon, last 
week predicted 
that Nixon 


would get strong support from 
women because he was working 
in the Republican tradition by 
“ appointing all women to more 
high positions at a faster rate 
than the two previous adminis­ 
trations combined.” 
The National Woman’s Politi­ 
cal Caucus, organized last July 
to involve women even more in 
the political process, is eval­ 
uating all the candidates on 
several points regarding wom­ 
en: if the Democrats conform 
to the McGovern guidelines for 
delegate selection: if the cam- 


paign staffs include women at 
policy-making levels; and how 
the candidates voted on such is­ 
sues as the equal right amend­ 
ment, the enforcement power of 
the Equal Employment Oppor­ 
tunity Commission, and the 
child care development bill. 


Gov. George C. Wallace, Nix­ 
on, Rep. John Ashbrook, Sen. 
Vance Hartke, and Sen. Henry 
M. Jackson refused to meet 
with the caucus for interviews 
and were thus left off the eval­ 
uation list.
